Owing to a mistake In the notice in 
the "Dally" there was not as largo 
a turnout as usual at boxing practice 
last nfght. About sixty men were 
present however, and managed to got 
in .some good hard work. 

Quito a number of now men wore 
out, and for their benefit Mr. McBrinr- 
ty went over the previous work and 
explained the blows and counters by 
numbers. "Tho system 'of working by 
numbers greatly helps in tho practice 
When Instructing a squad of one hun- 
dred and thirty to ono hundred and 
fifty men it is obvious that a great 
deal of time can be saved by calling 
out tho numbers of the different 
blows, rather than having to explain 
each one. A little' attention is re- 
quired at first to gel on to tbo code, 
but everyone should endeavor to learn 
it at the start. 

Number one is a straight left to 
the Jaw, and In countered by shoving 
it upwards with the right glove. Num- 
ber two is a straight right to the jaw, 
nnd Is countered In the same manner 
with tho left hand. Three is a 
straight left to tbo stomach, counter- 
ed by takfng it on tho back of the 
right glove. Four Is the same with 
the right hand, the blow being taken 
by the left glove. Fivo and six are 
left and right hooks to tho jaw, and 
seven and eight arc- uppercuts, left 
and right respectively, to the Jaw. 

Other blows, such as swings and 
combination hits, have not yet been 
given much attention. The swing 
Is rarely used in good boxing, as it 
is not a particularly effective blow, 
and there is a danger of hurting the 
arm. 

Side stepping and advancing and 
retiring wore also taken up. It is 
rather difficult at first to get on to 
the sidc step, and Mr. McBriarty paid 
special attention to it last night. It 
is also very Important to learn to.afl- 
vanco and retire in the right way. 
Tho tendency at. first is to advanco 
by putting one foot in front of the 
other as if walking. This puts you 
at a disadvantage and gives your op- 
ponent an opportunity of catching 
you off. your, balance. The right me- 
thod is to advance in short steps, 
keeping the left foot always in front 
and bringing tho right foot up to it. 

After these preliminaries the men 
were matched according to ■ weight 
nnd given a workout in short and fast

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A Word of Warning 

It is well, occasionally, to stop for a moment and take a general 
and contemplative view of our position. We are apt to get into 
the whirl of everyday routine and be borne unconsciously along 
regardless of direction or final destination. This is a tendency 
which, though particularly characteristic of the freshman, is by no 
means limited to him. In fact, it would appear that one of the 
"main objects of a college training is to cultivate the latent ability 
which every man possesses to choose for himself an aim or purpose, 
and to arrange and govern all things according to a definite plan 
which has for its end the accomplishment of that aim or purpose. 
The student must be trained, not to direct his talents and efforts 
in one narrow channel but also, not to diffuse his time and attention 
in such a way that his real purpose in life shall be prejudiced. The 
great danger is that \vc may lose sight of this main purpose in the 
pursuit of a variety of side issues which though in themselves good 
and contributive 'of some real benefit along developmental lines 
must not be allowed lo interfere with the real aim and ambitjon. 

College activities are important, and we have repeatedly em- 
phasized the fact that every undergraduate should regard his sup- 
port as involving an obligation and privilege for him. At the .same 
time, student activities are but incidents, however important, to the 
true business of acquiring an educator. The attention and time 
which is accorded them should not be given to an extent which may 
make them prejudicial tu their purpose.. 

The flight of time is loo often unmarked, particularly in the 
vase of the freshman who, however, by no means stands alone in 
this respect. Examination time is apt to arrive unheralded, and 
with disastrous results to the unwary. The moral is "Be Pre- 
pared," and wc heartily recommend such preparation as something 
.worthy of the immediate attention of students in general with pos- 
sibly an extra degree of emphasis in the case of the freshman.

IN THE SERIES 
BYDR.SYMONDS 

On Modern Application Of 
The Kingdom Of Heaven. 



The third and. kurt of the scries or 
lecturca on "The Ooctr.ne of the Ktoyr- 
ilom of Heaven nn<t it" opphciitlon to 
present world conditions." wan given 
by Di. SymoncU m t!ie U.V.C. t'om- 
mon lïoosTi at thrve o'clock yeetm-ilav 
afternoon. Thr Orel two lectures h;id 
ilenJt with the Kingdom of Heaven us 
found In the Old nnd New TcaUmcnte. 
lOPpccUvcly; and ywtanlty'g lecture 
deal I with tu application to present 
Condi Hod*, Dr. Synion<ls announced 
it the commencement of his lecture 
that he did not think It important that 
h K hearers should rt> away with a 
complote, otrUinc of the subject, but 
r.itlii-r tliat the s<<edi< of thought should 
be planted in th*Ir mind* He went on 
lo nay that the Bible Is simply the 
"lory of the bogiinrJni; and development 
»f I he Idea of a Kingdom of tiod upon 
■•nth, the idea being first muteriaj, and 
l>r©ere-.*inir to the spiritual until It 
reached lu rights! devclopmonl In the 
last chapter but one of Urvelations. 
Wo mum aiwaya remember that the 
• RH tire of an Idea noviT changeai nl- 
t lumen the form which It lokoa may do 
frequently. If we prove all things 
nod Ik.i<i fas) to the (,-ood. it mailers 
UOl nrhotbor it be old or new: ••The tL* - 
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ter klNeth. but the aplri; eiveth life." 
It ha remarkable evidence of this dif- 
ference between essence mid form that 
the phrase. "Kingdom oP Heaven." di« d 
out almost completely after Christ's In- 
carnate life on earth. The reason was 
form as expressed In the phrajte hail 
form us expre ss ed In trie pharase had 
no sujnJfkMnoe to the Gentiles. It Is 
onlv within the last fifty years that we 
have been romlne baok to tho origins! 
form. 

The ■ (inception of kingdoms and 
king.s is (Msapp< aring Irom the world 
to. day in a political sense, and the ex- 
pression. "Kingdom of God." therefore, 
needs to be changed In order lo be 
mad* comprehensible to the people. Dr. 
SyjBOnds proposed the vai y significant 
expression, "f'ommonwealth of God." 
Tin found. 11 ions of Lhfjs oomtnonwe.-.ltn 
must bo righteousness. I»ve may be a 
belter description of It, but righteous- 
ness is i he foundation of all virtues. 
Christ ea.M: "Seek ye the Kingdom of 
God and lis righteousness?" Again, 
righteousness Is cmltodled In the idea 
of the Fatherhood of God and tho 
Brotherhood of Man. 

Dr. Kynrands then dJisoussed lirietly. 
hut clearly what he considered Hie most 
vital problem* of our awe. The re. 
prouch that the Church iH 11 baclcwaid- 
rooklng Institution is, he thlnk», gradu- 
ally being removed. Tho most Import- 
tnt problem of toll day is democrtcy. 
Is there not a wry cioau connection bo. 
tween democracy and the idea of tho 
Kingdom of God? In |ta truest nnd 
noblest Ideals, democracy expresses 
wonderfully this Ideti. Therefore, the 
Church, If It is to guide us in these pe.r- 
plexlng times, must present n vv/y 
high Ideal of democracy, by promoting 
the Commonwealth of God and the 
Brotherhood of Man. 

The second grent problem Is tha* of 
capital and labor, or employer and out- 
ployed. Both have their own points of 
view. Let us forget for a moment 
which Is In the right, and study the re- 
lallon between them. At present this 
relation Is on the basis of wages, and 
this bond Is on advance over those of 
hiavery ami serfdom. But we are pro- 
gressing to-day. and we Know that the 
bond of wages i.s most imperfect. Wo 
are beginning to realize that a laborer 
must havo an interest In the concern, 
and the conditions nround him must be 
such that his heart and HOtll can be de- 
veloped. These Ideals are being carried 
oui hi and around Montreal much inoie 
than we Imnglnr. a very interesting 
example being the Laurentkle Paper 
and Pulp Company. 

The third problem is that of Church 
unity. The old forma are pausing por- 
bapti more quickly than wo realize, and 
tho old lTotcaumrt idea of the Church 
has to go. The power of the Church 
rightly exercised la Tike the steam In 
the Jocomotlve of society] The idea or 
Church unity is not to save money or 
anything else; it must bo the mani- 
festation of a new Ideal compatible 
With the Ideal of the Commonwealth of 
God. 

The fourth problem is that of social 
conditions. Millions of htttrun beings 
are born in surroundings in which they 
cannot be healthy or happy. Can rliu 
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Kingdom of God he realized while such 
is tho ease'.' People way the graco of 
God will overcome such things, but the 
grace of God works by laws and con- 
not be effective save with our help. 
Lot us all work together at all problems 
und help lo make the Commonwealth of 
God realized upon earth. 

At the conclusion of the lecture, Miss 
Margaret Macnaughton expressed the 
grout pleasure the meeting h«d experi- 
enced In hearing Dr. Symnnds' leututcs, 
and the belief that seeds of thought 
had Indeed been sown In their hearts. 
After a short pra>cr, the meeting thon 
adjourned,

In the course of a few well chosen 
words, he showed its that we must 'have 
ii clear conception of tho country of 
which we are to study to make religious 
teaching profitable and pleasant. .Slides 
we.ie shown that wcro nssoclatod with 
old and new Hnropc-anjilstory, Includ- 
ing many of Syria nnd other partis' of. 
the Holy Land. Hjria. liito many other 
placcw of the present tints, was a very 
Important smajl country, chiefly on ne- 
eotirtl of What It connects. This coun- 
try of Syria would bo of equal Import, 
anre In early times to what such places 
as Panama and filbraltar are tit 
present. Syria linked Egypt with Baby. 
1on, tho land of the Bast, aud It was 
through this fertllo country that every- 
body going from the basin of the Nil* 
to that of the Tigris and Euphrates had 
to pa*t. The speaker showed several 
slides which served to bring fresh to 
our memory the geography of tha.t 
ancient land. He related how this 
country of Syria, wa* divided Into tm no 
sections.— a western slope, a central 
tuble-lartd and an eastern slope, — and 
how th1a was again divided Into two 
seetions, namely, a northern section 
Bind a southern section. The City of 
Jerusalem, which General Allenhy cap- 
lured from the Turks, is situated In the 
southern part or division. Tho capture 
of this ploco by lho,Britl«h adds much 
to the History of this Important coun- 
try. Dr. nexford also described several 
elides of the rivers, lakes, mountains 
and coastline of this country, and tho 
watch towers of the early Crusaders. 

Everybody had a feeling when ihey 
left the room that they had all a more 
vivid impression and a clearer aspect 
of the 'contour of tho country of the 
Holy Land U ,an they had gained by all 
of their former study of that country.
